The conservative group also gave per- 
mission to Dennis DeWit to announce that 
he was issuing a recall petition which 
would call for the removal from ‘ffice 
of ASSSC President Steve Whitmore, 
ASSSC Vice-President Thomas Goff, and 
ASSSC Student Senate Chairman Scott 
Burns, 

DeWit, a member of the California 
College Republicans, blasted the three 
student body officials for their aileged 


failure to ‘‘conduct themselves ina manner 
representative to the execution of their 
offices.”’ 

Virginia Champlain, Chairman of the 
YAF chapter, also called onthe members 
to ‘‘send letters and commentaries to the 
Hornet because we should let people know 
how we feel about what’s happening on 
this camous. We want peopie to know 
what we stand for and what we are doing.”’ 

She also called for a ‘‘conservative 
convocation’? which would feature a 
number of conservative speakers, 
including ‘‘anofficer inthe Green Berets.”’ 

Noting that ciher Y AF chapters, notably 
Stanford’s, have been given wide press 
coverage for their activist roie, the group 
was urged to take a more positive approach 
to voicing conservative opinion and in 
combating the work of the left-wing groups 
on campus,

ASSSC recall drive

\ petition campaign which seeks to 
recall] the top three elected ASSSC officers, 
President Steve Whitmore, Vice-president 
Tom Goff, and Student Senate Chairman 
Scott Burns, is now underway. The leader 
and organizer of the recal! drive, Dennis 
DeWit, who is the « rman of the SS( 
California College Republicans which is 
sponsoring the recal! drive, states that 
his group already has ‘‘roughly 500 sig- 
naiures"’ of the needed 1500 signatures 
(10% of the student body), DeWit said 
that the recal] movement was planning 

to get about 3,000 signatures, 


\s reasons for the recall movement, 
DeWit in an_ interview alleged that 
Whitmore’s administration had illegaily 
made available ASSSC equipment and 
ASSSC paid personnel to the Vietnam 
Moratorium Committee, that Steve Whit- 
imore had ‘ilegally sought to obstruct 
the construction of footbal! stadium lights 
approved by the Student Senate last year, 
and that last year’s ASSSC presidential 
election should have been voided because 
of certain election irregularities. 


In elaborating on his first allegation, 
DeWit stated that one of Whitmore’s 
appointees, Don Juhl, ASSSC Housing Co- 
ordinator and one of the organizers of the 
Vietnam Moratorium Committee, had 
mailed out a large amount of letters 
concerning the Vietnam Moratorium in 
ASSSC envelopes. Juhl later came up with 
the money himself, but after he said that 
it would happen again he, according to 
DeW it had the ASSSC secretaries, working 
on ASSSC time, preparing some material 
concerning the \ietram Moratorium using 
ASSSC typewriters and mimeograph ma- 
chines, This, states DeWit is contrary) 


to restrictions placed on this year’s bud- 
get by the Student Senate to the effect 
that funds for the use of on-campus or- 
ganizations or individuals must have 
Student Senate approval, No approval was 
given. 

In addition, DeWit claimed that funding 
of such political activity is against Title 
5 of the Education Code and places ASSSC’s 
Status as a non-profit corporation in 
jeopardy. 

\s far as the football lights are con- 
cerned, DeWit alleges that Whitmore had 
delayed sending out the requests for 
bids and requested a feasibility study. 
DeWit stated that last year the Student 
Senate had conducted a feasibility study 
and had done everything else necessary 
for the appropriation, and it was Whit- 
more’s duty to send out the requests for 
the bids, When the Student Senate refused 
the feasibility study, Whitmore, according 
to DeWit, sent a warning along with the 
requests, to the effect that the ASSSC 
may not be able to pay because of the 
possiblity that the referendum to make, 
in what he claims is an obvious attempt 
to discourage bidding, student activity fees 
voluntary may pass, DeWit asserts that 
this is not so since most of the money 
has been appropriated out of this year’s 
budget and there will still be money next 
year to pay off what is left even if the 
referendum passes, 

Concerning last year’s ASSSC election, 
DeWit stated that the Board of Justice 
had found as a fact that there were nu- 
merous irregularities in the election, but 
had seen fit only to give Whitmore and 
others a ‘‘ suspended sentence,’’ 

DeW it stated that he found out ali this 
with relatively little effort, and ‘‘in all 
probability’? more digging would uncover 
a lot more, 





Whitmore blasts recall charges as inaccurate

Embattled ASSS’ President Steve Whit- 
more has issued a stinging point by point 
rebuttal of the allegations made against 
his administration by Dennis DeWit, leader 
of the recall campaign aimed at Whitmore 
and two members of his student body 
administration, Vice-President Tom Goff, 
and Senate Chairman Scott Burns. 

In an interview with The Hornet, Whit- 
more termed DeWit’s charges against 
his administration ‘‘amazing. He seem 
to have gotten everything in them wrong.’’ 

Whitmo-e said that, for example, the 
charge that Don Juhl, ASSSC Housing 
Comrnission official, sent out Moratorium 
materials in ASSSC envelopes was ‘‘back- 


wards,’’ 


What actually happened, according to 
Whitmore, was that Moratorium materials 
were sent out in en/elopes paid for ‘‘out 
of Don Juhl’s pocke:”’, but were stamped 
with student body funds. 

This occurred when a secretary in 
the ASSSC office confused the letters with 
mail from th: commission, Whit- 
more said wien the error was 
discovered, Ju ursed the college 
for the postage. 

Whitmore also said that the charge 
that Juhl used ASSSC typewriters and 
mimeograph machines was ‘‘kind of hard 
for me to understand. According to the 
ASSSC. student handbook, any student who 
ie a member of the ASSSC can use them, 

I don't see what is supposed to be 
illegal.’’ 

Whitmore claimed that no ASSSC funds 


were spent on any part of the Vietnam 
Moratorium, Whitmore said that all 
Moratorium expenses were paid by Juhl 
from his personal fund, and that Juhl also 
personally paid for the secretary’s time 
whenever she was used to help in Mora- 
torium preparations, 

DeWit also blasted Whitmore for his 
involvement with the lights, Whitmore 
said that the charges by DeWit con- 
cerning his involvement in the footba!! 
field tights controversy were all inerror. 

According to Whitmore, DeWit’s state- 
ment that the Student Senate had conducted 
a feasibility study of the lights was wrong. 
Whitmore said that no such study was 
ever made, 

DeWit also charged that Whitmore 
bad stipulated that an. companies bidding 
on the lights were to be informed that 


a referendum was going to be held on 
the question of mandatory student body 
fees. 

DeW it alleged this wasa tactic to insure 
that the bidders would be afraid that the 
ASSSC would be unable to pay for the 
construction of the lights. 

Whitmore denied this. The bids 
were sent out with no such provisions, 
I was advised that making such stipula- 
tions was contrary to accepted business 
practice, so we simply did not include 
any provisioas,’’ 

DeW it also has charged that Whitmore’s 
election was invalid because of “irrepu- 
larities, Whitmore said that ‘the whole 
election went before the Board of Justice 
last year. They upheld the elections, ‘So 
I'm not sure what the point of that charge 


to tell you the truth.”’

Statewide AFT requests UC Regents 
to reverse Angela Davis decision 


The College Council of the 
American Federation of Teachers 
has requested the Board of Regents 
of the University of California to 
reverse its September decision to 
discharge UCLA assistant profes- 
sor Angela Davis. In a letter 
sent Monday to Dewitt A. Higgs, 
Chairman of the Board of Regents, 
Dr. John Sperling, president of 
the Council, pointed out that 
Professor Davis has a valid and 
binding two year contract, that 
the Regents’ action violates Miss 
Davis’ constitutional rights, and 
that their action is a ‘‘flagrant 
violation of the principles of aca- 
demic freedom.”’ 

The letter, which was unani- 
mously authorized by AFT leaders 
at a Los Angeles meeting, noted 
that Professor Davis has abided 
fully by her part of the contract. 
At no time have the legents 
charged her with an illegal or 
immoral! action and there has been 
no claim of neglect or unsatis- 
factory performance of duty. The 
only reason given for the dismis- 
sal is Miss Davis’ memership 
in the communist party. Yet it is 
clear that Miss Davis is being fired 
solely for her political beliefs. 
But the Constitution of the United 
States, as interpreted by the United 
States and the California Supreme 
Courts, forbids discrimination of 
teachers from public universities 
for mere membership in the com- 
munist party. ‘‘In passing, | must 
note that it is hypocritical! for you, 
Governor leagan, and the other 
Regents to exhort students to obey 
the law, even laws they abhor, 
while you openly violate those 
laws you happen to disagree with,”’ 
the letter continued,

!. explained and justified by administration 
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Otto Butz, Acting President of 
SSC, has issued a statement €x- 
plaining the administration’s de- 
cision to restrict enrollment to 
one day and to select students 
allowed adminission by a system 
of random selection. 

Butz cited five reasons for the 
decision: 

|, A thorough evaluation of SSC 
potential admissions for Spring 
970 indicated that no more than 
300 individuals could be admitted 
in three categories — 60% junior 
college transfers, 20° graduate 
students, and 20% lower division 
and other transfers. 

2. Over 7,000 applications for 
Spring 1970 have been distributed 
to prospective students, It was 
obvious that more than ample ap- 
plications would be received the 
first day on which they were filed, 
According to Butz, it would have 
been dishonest and deceptive to 
accept applications for more than 
one day when we knew that those 
applying on a second day would 
have no chance for admission, 
Therefore, October Ist was es- 
tablished as both the opening ana 
closing date for applying. 

3. Proper regard for all ap- 
plicants required that they be in- 
formed at the earliest possible 
time whether or not they would 
be admitted to SSC, so that should 
they not be admitted, they could 
be redirected to some other State 
College where space might still be 
available. 

4. In view of the thousands of 
anticipated applicants it was 
deemed impossible to require 
everyone to apply in person with- 
out causing extreme congestion and 
disruption of the norma! operations 
of the College. 

The congested roads, _ the 
impossibility of finding parking 
spaces, the demeaning aspects of 
long waits in line, the considerable 

risks of frayed tempers and the 


undignified image of the College 
that might thereby be presented to 
the community made it seem es- 
sential to reduce the number of 
persons who would physically ap- 
pear on campus on October Ist, 
This seemed to dictate that we 
continue our long-standing prac- 
tice of accepting applications by 
mail, Acceptance of mailed ap- 
plications also seemed imperative 
in order to ensure equal 
opportunity for applicants who for 
a variety of legitimate reasons 
might be unable to be present on 
that day. 

5, To fairly select from among 
those who would apply, either in 
person or by mail, and whose 
numbers we could reliably predict 
would exceed by several thousand, 
the total of those whom we could 
admit, we concluded that the tra- 
ditional chronological method of 
selection could not be implemented 
on the simple principle of first- 
come first serve. 

This led to the college’s de- 
cision to group the eligible 
applicants in the abeve-indicated 


categories and to select from 
among these the previously 
agreed-upon totals by a system 


employing a table of random num- 
bers, consonant with sound statis- 
tical practice. The college holds 
that thee is an acceptable legal 
basis for this action under Section 
40651 of the California Adminis- 
trative Code, Title 5, which pro- 
vides that studeats may be admitted 
out of chronological order if there 
is ‘‘the likelihood of a serious 
curtailment of their educational 
experience were they not to be 
admitted.”’ It was our conviction 
that if we operated in any other 
fashion there would indeed have 
been serious risks - for the 
reasons outlined above - that every 
applicant’s educational opportunity 
might have been curtailed,
